Even the most sanguine eanuot but Teal 
disappointed at the latest turn events hive 
taken in China, When it was definitely 
announced that the terms proposed by the 
_ Powers had been unconditionally accepted, 
it was geneially felt, except by a few who 
had old experience of the Chinese Court, 
that at last the way to nepotiaiivus on a 
footing approaching to reciprocity was open; 
and that something would ultimately come 
of the Jong drawn vut impediments. Tt new 
would appear that those who saw an up- 
proach to such an ending bave been re eekon- 
ing without their host, and that another 
indefinite period of uncertainty is ‘in store. 
This time it cannot: be laid at the doors of 
the foreign Powers or their representatives. 
. Having unreservedly accepted the terms of 


the J oint Note, it wns naturally presumed 
that in its own interest the iominal Govern- 
ment of China would have taken the oportu- 
nity of exchanyiug its present precarious 
position for one of. comparative security. 


The Powers were; loth to dictate to China,’ 


which they would fain acknowledge as a 
sovereign state, the position which it should 
select as” its. capital; and would gladly 
hove left it to the good sense of its rulers. 
It is evident, even to Chinese cyes, that 
the attempt to rule the Empire from Hsion- 
fu has proved afailure. “The provinces have 
” gubmitted to-it thus far, in the hope that. 
the course adopted was only temporary, and 
that affairs would in a short time. revert 
to their original channels. Peking is nyt 
an ideal capital ; its traditions are almost 
without exception -| -bad. It was ‘associated 
with the foreign rule of the Mongols, which 
proved one.-6f the most disastrous periods 
jn Chinese history:; it was reassumed by. the 
illegitimate successor of Hunewu, who set 
himeelf to. contravene ‘all the good that: his 
illustrious predecessor had done for: the 
good government of the Enopire ; and it was 
continued by the Manchi : conquerord of 
China, bécanse it afforded a ready means of 
jnaking themaaled ' ‘independent of Chinese: 
‘public opinion: | Manchuria,-as far as, ‘78.

The only thing that woult destroy. t the Iuain- 
osity of radium was boiling water, in which it 
mast be kept for en hour. On taking it from 
the watet it resentbles green quartz—cold gud 
dead. On heating it ayuin, however, to the 
point of incandescenes, it regained its luminosity 
withthe same powers as béforo. It was then 
that saveral pisces of radium wore manufaetived 
and sent jo seieutists throughout the ‘world, and 
this is how Profeseor Langley came to recaive 
the queer little thing done up in a Jeadon box. 
Reeently Proféssor Buch of Berlin, 2 noted 
scientist, has made tests of the light, with a view 
of eatublishing ita clims to permanency, and 
was unable te discover any waste ef material 
whatever. He gave it as his opinion that it 
woull require the Iapsa of ob imillion years or 
more to destroy the luminosity of a pivce of this 
radium uo bigger than a quarter of un inch 
square. When it came to explaining the reason 
for the light’s existence, however, he was dumal., 
Even as (ho discovery stauds to-day, it is one 


| of the most useful on rocord, as small pieces 


may be used to illuminate dwullings, public 
buildizigs, and theatrés, with the absolute cer- 
tainty that there would result no flame from 
their extinguishment, as sometimes happens 
from the uso of ordinary moans of lighting, aul 
that the expense of maintaining them would 
be absolutely nothing. 

- In its presont stage of development there are 


many uses for this magie substance, yot without 


doubt it,has been left-toa talented member of 
the fair sex, whose work along this line excceds 
zll others, to’ benefit the world by ono of the 


’ greatest discoveries of the age.—-The Enquirer,
